After affixing their signatures to 
an agreement in which they stat- 
ed they would come into the city 
as soon as it was possible to do 
so, , several, instead, signed a 
petition opposing the annexation 
of their properties. 

The council has been giving 
outside water in good faith and 
has been more than reasonable 
aboyt the whole matter. They 
have been trying to play fair 
ag much  as_ possible, both 
with the citizens of Upland and 
those on the city’s outskirts. 

Regardless of the pros and cons 
on the matter, a definite policy 
by the council will, no doubt, be 
welcomed by everybody concern- 
ed. Only then will people in out- 
side areas know just what re- 
quirements they have to meet be- 
fore they can start Oy kind of 
construction.

Truman Asks 
Congress for 
Proper Powers 


WASHINGTON, May 26. (/P) 
~President Truman today asked 





Congress for authority to arm, 
equip and train the armed forces 
of Western hemisphere nations, 
including Canada. 

In a special message, he told 
the legislators ‘world develop- 
ments" have made _ such action 
“more important” than when he 


asked similar legislation a year 
ago. 

He did not elaborate on these 
world developments, but it was 
only two months ago that he em- 


barked the United States on a 
policy of aid to nations resisting 
Communist aggression. That was 
when he requested $400,000,000 of 
aid for Greece and Turkey — a 
proposal now law. 

One key aim of the program is 
to bring about standardization of 
arms and military methods 
throughout the Western hemi- 
sphere so that the forces of all 
the nations can cooperate more 
effectively in defense of this part 
of the world. 

Provisions 

The legislation asked vweuld au- 
thorize the President to make 
agreements with other Western 
hemisphere nations to: 

1. Train and instruct their mil- 
itary and naval personnel. ‘This 
would include training through 
military missions sent to those 
countries and through accepting 
key men at service schools in this 
country, 

2. Maintain, 
ilitate their 
equipment, 

3. Transfer to them arms, am- 
munition and implements of war, 

Surplus Goods 

This would include transfer of 
surplus army and navy equipment 
on such terms “as the President 
shall find satisfactory” but the re- 
ceiving nations would have to pay 
the cost of any new materials 
manufactured specifically for 
them.

We often make mistakes, learn 
of them, then proceed to make 
the corrections needed.

| of the moon if it were only 60,000 


miles away? The moon would then 
no longer be the delight of our 
youth or the joy of the two bil- 
lions of people upon the earth. It 
would drag enough water from 
the seas to cover the entire earth 
twice in every 24 hours!
